Tom Keene, a “sy ncopated” col­ 
ored lad, charged with b u rglary and 
tried today in the circu it cou rt on 
that chaige, was seiatehing his kinky 
locks late this afternoon, try ing to 
figu re ou t what he was going to get 
from the ju ry that sat facing him 
and whether he was going to b e ab le 
to celeb rate in the tru e spirit, the 
American holiday , Thanksgiv ing. 
Keene was arrested on a charge of 
b reaking itno the Moore b arb er shop 
ab ou t two months ago and stealing 
some money from a cash drawer. 
The most damaging ev idence intro­ 
du ced b y the prosecu tion was the 
fact that Keene, when arrested, was 
fou nd to hav e a handle in his pock­ 
et that was taken from the drawer 
b roken into. Another thing, the “rail 
b irds” ou tside the ju ry b ox consider­ 
ed 
damaging, was the 
fact 
that 
Keene was seen to su ddenly display 
prosperity on the night of the rob ­ 
b ery . 
Going into the Conroy res­ 
tau rant he ordered a chicken sand­ 
wich and a ten cent cigar with the 
air of a Black Prince. 
Qu ite a large nu mb er of b u siness 
men testified to Keene’s 
prev iou s 
good character for he is well liked 
b y all who know him. 
On the stand 
he told a straightforward story . 
He 
ex plained the tell-tale handle in his 
pocket in the following manner. 
He 
said that early in the ev ening of the 
rob b ery he met a stranger that came 
here as a carpet machine ex pert. 
In 
sev eral places they had drinks to­ 
gether, then they 
parted. 
Ab ou t 
midnight he ran across the fellow 
again and the two went to Indiana­ 
polis together. 
On the car the fel­ 
low showed him the handle and in­ 
sisted on him taking it. 
He said he 
had no u se for it and the fellow, in a 
play fu l manner, forced it u pon him. 
Keene took it and pu t it in his pock­ 
et. 
Had he known 
where it 
came 
from, he say s he wou ld not 
hav e 
kept it in his possession, for he had 
no u se for it. 
He carried it in his 
pocket arou nd Indianapolis, and had 
it the following morning when a r­ 
rested. 
The case was giv en to the ju ry 
late this afternoon. 
Depu ty Prose­ 
cu tor Newb old represented the State 
and the firm of Watson, Titsworth 
& Green appeared for Keene, in the 
office of cou nty attorney s. 
As is the cu stom, those who a t­ 
tend trials were specu lating as to 
the ou tcome—an u nsafe procedu re 
as gu essing on the rise and fall of 
wheat, when nations are 
warring. 
A majority thou ght the lad wou ld b e 
set free, others looked for the ju ry 
to disagree and a few held ou t for 
conv iction.

1 908 A. D.—no one has ev er made a 
su ccess gu essing what ju ries wou ld 
do with a case.

\v hen the plastering directly ab ov e 
the ju dge’s b ench fell from the ceil­ 
ing. Ju dge Sparks was sitting at the 
b ench completing some notes. 
Prep­ 
arations were b eing made for the ex ­ 
ercises of the corn show and think­ 
ing to escape confu sion, he stepped 
from the b ench to 
go into 
Ju dge 
Jackson’s office. 
He had 
hardly 
left the b ench when the plastering 
fell. 
Ab ou t 4 00 pou nds of plaster came 
down, a chu nk weighing ab ou t fifty 
pou nds falling into the ju dge’s v a­ 
cant chair. 
The remainder fell onto 
he ju dge’s b ench and b attered it 
jadly , leav ing large indentations j n 
he hard wooden top. 
In speaking of the mishap Ju dge 
Sparks related that he did not know 
what it was that impelled him to 
eav e the ju dge’s b ench ju st at that 
^articu lar second. 
Had he delay ed 
nit a second he wou ld hav e b een 
painfu lly inju red, if not killed. 
As it 
s he is thanking his lu eky stars and 
u \s another thing to he thankfu l for 
>n Thanksgiv ing day ' and it’s a cinch 
that he will retu fll thanks for the 
narrow escape. 
There wTere sev eral people in the 
cou rt room at the time, b u t none* 
were in the immediate v icinity of the 
ju dge’s b ench.

These br6 thers created a distu rb­ 
an ce at a religiou s meetin g n ear Tip­ 
ton v ille Satu rday n ight, an d when the 
two officers attem pted to arrest them 
a fight en su ed in which the n egroes 
came ou t v ictoriou s an d made their 
escape, bu t were fin ally captu red an d 
lan ded in jail, from which they were 
taken by a mob an d han ged. 
Gov ern or Patterson was adv ised by 
telephon e of the situ ation an d ordered 
a 'Compan y of militia in this city to 
proceed with all haste, secu re the n e­ 
groes an d con du ct them to a place of 
safety . 
The troops were started at 
on ce, bu t failed to arriv e in time to 
prev en t the ly n chwin g.

He 
said he ex amin ed a third of the stom ­ 
ach an d fou n d on e-third of a grain of 
stry chn in e. 
Altogether

hav e been three times as mu ch poison 
as wou ld be n ecessary to cau se death. 
The witn ess was then asked regard­ 
in g three other stom achs which he tes­ 
tified to hav in g receiv ed. 
These were 
those taken from the bodies of Mrs.

Star, said he believed that some leg­ 
islation should be 
enacted at

coming session improving the stat­ 
utes providing for the government of 
cities and towms. 
He also came out 
for the passage of a law providing 
a better sy stem of public accounting 
so as to further safeguard the public 
against graft. 
Mr. Hall said he be­ 
lieved that the 
Democrats 
should 
mak e every effort during the coming 
session to fulfill the pledges made in 
the Democratic State platform. 
“There ought to be some distinct 
line of demarcation,” said Mr. Hall, 
“ between the citv and town. 
That 
which constitutes a town should be 
defined more clearly . 
Under the law | 
as it now stands the one overlaps 
the other. 
While Indianapolis has a 
city charter, large centers, such as 
Muncie, Anderson, 
Richmond 
and 
Terre Haute should have a code of 
their own by which both the people 
and the city officials could be gov­ 
erned writh 
perfect 
understanding. 
The same provision should be made 
to aply to the towns. 
“At the coming session I think 
some plan of installing a uniform 
sy stem of accounting, both in coun­ 
ties and cities, will be established, 
together with a satisfactory method 
of auditing municipal 
and 
county 
book s of certain periods. 
Personal­ 
ly , I will suggest some changes in 
the statute 
governing the law 
of 
descent.” 
Mr. Hall did not ex press himself 
relative to the plan by which the Re­ 
publican 
majority 
in the 
senate 
hopes to control the action of the 
Upper House, both in the organiza­ 
tion of the bofiy and the distribution 
of patronage. 
Those who k now the 
Lieutenant Governor-elect, however, 
k now* that he is a fighter and will 
stand his ground.

Defense Now Aw aiting Important Doc­ 


ument From Russia. 
New York, Nov . 25.—The cross-ex- 
abination of J an Pouren, the Russian 
exile, who is fighting against extradi­ 
tion from this country , came to an ab­ 
rupt termination before United States 
Commissioner Hitchcock. 
After the 
commissioner had sustained objection 
to many questions, counsel for the Rus­ 
sian gov ernment offered to prov e that 
Pouren entered this country by means 
of perjury and fraud, and therefore 
had no right to its asy lum. The ruling 
once more was against the Russian 
gov ernment’s attorney , and he declin­ 
ed to proceed further with the cross- 
examination. 
The case was accordingly adjourned 
pending the receipt of 
a document 
from Russia which the defense wishes 
to introduce as its la st point in ev i­ 
dence, claiming that it will show that 
the czar’s gov ernment had proclaimed 
Pouren a rev olutionist and had offered 
a reward for his capture as such, and 
not as a criminal.

There is another point in General 
Sheridan’s career which it is good for 
all 
of 
us 
to 
remember. 
Whereas 
Grant, Sherman and Thomas were of 
the old nativ e American stock, the 
parents of Sheridan, like the parents 
of Farragut, were born on the other 
side of the water. 
Any one of the fiv e 
was just as much a ty pe of the real 
American, of what is best in America, 
as the other four. 
We should keep 
steadily before our minds the fact 
that Americanism is a question of 
principle, of purpose, of idealism, of 
character; that it is not a matter of 
birthplace or creed or line of descent. 
Here in this country the representa­ 
tiv es of many old world races are 
being fused together Into a new ty pe. 
a ty pe the main features of which are 
already determined and were deter­ 
mined at the time of the Rev olutionary 
war, for the crucible in which all the 
new ty pes are melted into one was 
shaped from 1776 to 1789, and our na­ 
tionality was definitely fixed in all its 
essentia ls by the men of W ashington’s 
day . The strains will not continue to 
exist separately in this country as in 
j the old world. They will be combined 
in one, and of this new ty pe those men 
I wall best represent what is loftiest in 
the nation’s past, what is finest in her 
hope for the future, who stand each 
solely on his worth as a man, who 
scorn to do ev il to others aud who 
refuse to submit to wrongdoing them­ 
selv es, who hav e in them no taint of 
weakness, who nev er fear to fight 
when fighting is demanded by a sound 
and high morality , but who hope by 
their liv es to bring ev er nearer the 
day when justice and peace shall pre­ 
v ail within our own borders aud in 
our relations with all foreign powers. 
Much of the usefulness of any career 
must lie in the impress that It makes 
upon and the lessons that it teaches to 
the generations that come after. 
We 
of this generation hav e our own prob­ 
lems to solv e, and the condition of our 
solv ing them is that we shall all work 
together as American citizens without 
regard to differences of section or
